It is a t e n d e n c y o f t he times, perhaps 
of a ll times, to 
hav e a la b e l f o r every on e . We have a penchant for class­ 
ifying. l a b e l i n g, a n d filing. 
It has b ecome such a craze 
t h a t we n ow ha ve office engineers who Ret b iR money (or 
d i d ge t b iR m o n e y ) for creating filing systems so perfect 
t h a t on e never c a n fin d anything, once it is filed. 
There are nine justices of the supreme court of the 
United States, and we have them divided as lib erals and 
conservatives. 
On the side of the lib erals we have .Jus­ 
tices Brandéis, Cardozo, Stone, Rob erts, and HuRhes. On 
the side o f the conservatives we have Justices Butler, Mc- 
Rey no lds, Vandevanter, and Sutherland. 
When we draw 
the” lines a little finer we admit that Justices Hughes and 
Sto ne may be found now with one group and then with 
the other, a sort of b alance of power. 
The troub le with our means of classification and lab el­ 
ing is that it is b ased upon a case now and then. 
If we 


w e r e to take their records case b y case, we prob ab ly in 
the end would b ecome b ewildered and conclude that 
there is little in the terms conservative and lib eral.

J ustices of supreme courts arc not greatly different from 
Pub lic a.uyiiv tries m find means 
judges o f lo wer courts in that respect, and it would b e 
difficult to classify trial judges as lib erals or conserva­ 
tiv es if all their decisions were catalogued and analyzed. 
They simply do no t decide matters as lib erals or as con­ 
serv ativ es. There are too many angles and precedents 
tha t bind them. More depends upon whether the law was 
passed b y a radical o r a conservative legislative b ody 
than what judges think ab out it. when it has weathered 
the co urts. 
To demonstrate more clearly what we have in mind, 
we may compare the opinions of the justices of tin* su­ 
preme court of the United States in two eases. 
Both re­ 
ceived widespread pub licity, b oth originated in the 
s t a t e 
o f Minnesota, b oth were b ased upon laws passed b y the 
legislature of that state. 
Minnesota is the home of Jus­ 
tice Butler, who is lab eled as a conservative b y those who 
are b ound to classify all persons. 
We take first the case in which the court most recently 
rendered its opinion, that involving constitutionality of 
the mortgage moratorium law. 
It was said that those 
who held the law constitutional were the lib erals. 
That 
is, as we understand it, that they were not strict in their 
interpretation of the constitution. They allowed the leg­ 
islature the latitude it had taken. The court was divided 
as describ ed ab ove in a 5 to 4 decision, Justice Butler oi 
Minnesota upholding strict construction of the wording of 
the constitution. 
The other Minnesota case was one involving freedom 
of the press. 
The Minnesota legislature had passed a 
law that was aimed at certain “ sheets” that were circu­ 
lated in Minneapolis and St. Paul. 
To what extent these 
pub lications resemb led those commonly known as scandal 
sheets we are unab le to say, b ut the law was not aimed at 
estab lished newspapers. 
It was difficult, however, 1'* 
create a law applicab le to such pub lications that would 
not jeopardize all others, even though unintentionally. 
The Chicago Trib une enlisted its support for freedom 
of the press and the case received widespread attention. 
"W hen the supreme court passed upon the constitutionally 
of the law, the so-called lib erals were on the side of strict 
construction, b olding that a guaranty of freedom of the 
press is to b o taken literally. 
Justice Butler of Minneso­ 
ta. as we recall it, wrote the dessenting opinion, 
more lib eral view oi the restrictions and upho 
action against the pub lication the Minnesota 
sought to suppress. 
Ills associates were of the 
conservative group. 
The “ lib erals" are not always on the lib eral side and 
the “conservatives” are not always on the conservative 
side, and a search of the records would disclose that the 
justices often are intermingled. 
It may b e that there is a memb er of the court who re­ 
gards himself as lib eral or one who regards himself as 
conservative, b ut the chances are that most of the mem­ 
b ers never think of themselves as b eing in either classifica­ 
tion.
